cent certificates. C u stom arily is­ 
su es are ov ersu bscribed and the 
billion figu re is ex pected to be 
reached w ith ease. 
Financing to be done w ith the 
new fu nds inclu des pay ing off 
$37 4.000,000 of m atu ring certifi­ 
cates, and $104,000,000 interest 
on the pu blic debt, du e Ju ne 15. 
The issu ed will bring Roose­

R epealists carried fifty -six of 
the ninety -tw o cou nties of the 
state. 
The 
popu lation of 
the 
cou nties so v oting is 2,47 6 ,7 8 7 
as com pared w ith 7 6 3.7 16 for 
those v oting ag ainst any change 
in the general constitu tion. 
R u ral v oters joined those of 
the large cities in deciding th a t 
insqfar as Ind iana is concerned 
the m a tte r of prohibition shou ld 
be left entirely to the indiv idu al 
states. 
In a dozen cou nties, howev er, 
the v ote was ex ceedingly close, 
especially in the lesser popu ated 
districts. 
D elegates were

by one or the other side by as 
low as only a 23 m ajority .

All laws shou ld be 
observ ed , bu t those laws shou ld be sensible and 
necessary in their prov isions.
